HOW - THE’: LBAGUE WORKS 
The League of Nations is a Soci- 


‘ ety of Nations acting together for the 


promotion of international co-opera- 
tion, peace and security. It is pledg- 
ed not to resort to war; to maintain. 
justice and. scrupulous. respect for 
all treaty obligations; to deal only 
in the open; and to establish under- 
standings of international law as the 
actual rule ‘between goyernments. 
The League is governed by the 
Covenant. The executive consists of 
representatives of the principal al- 
lied and associated powers, together 
with representatives of four other 
mations of the League; and a Secre- 


tariat. 
THE COVENANT 


_ The range of subjects covered by 
the Articles of the Covenant of the 
League is wide. It aims at the reduc- 
tion of national aramaments to its 
lowest point. It proposes to forbid 
the manufacture of war material for 
private profit. It appoints a per- 
manent Military Commission to ad- 
vise where military action becomes 
necessary. It declares that any war 
or threat of war is a matter for the 
League. It imposes upon its mem- 
bers the obligation of referring all 
international disputes to arbitration, 
and in the case of those nations 
without the League, invites them to 
submit themselvesin the same way. 
It provides for the isolation of such 
state by severance of all trade, fi- 
nancial and personal intercourse, in 
the event of a declaration of war. In 
other words, any State declaring war 
upon One member of the League is, 
ipso facto, at war with the whole 
League. 

It sets up a permanent Court of 
International Justice, such Court be- 
ing competent to hear and determine 
any disputes of international charac- 
ter which the parties thereto submit 
to it. It provides for the registra- 
tion of all treaties, thus doing away 
with the evil and war-breeding secret 
obligations and pacts of the past. 
It pledges itself to protect those 
‘small peoples who havé ‘been Iber- 
ated by the war from their former 
sovereignty, yet who are still too 
weak to fend for themselves. 

It extends its beneficial activity in- 
to the realm of social well-being and 
undertakes to maintain a ° fair and 
humane ‘condition of ‘gor for men, 
women and children; to supervise 
the execution of agreements with 
regard to the traffic in opium and 
dangerous drugs; to take ‘over the 
trade {n arms and war material. 
It undertakes, further, to maintain 
free intercourse, communication and 
‘}tansit and equable treatment for 
commerce. < 

To the Covenant there are forty- 
eight signatories, representing as 
many powers and three-quarters of 
the world’s total population.

NO MORE PRIVATE 
BOOTHS IN CAFES 
AFTER THIS MONTH 


New Restaurant ;Act. Provides That 
All Stalls Must Be Open to View 


Private booths, ‘or any section of 
a restaurant that cannot be viewed 
from the remainder .of the premises 
will be prohibited by law on and after 
June 1. This legislation is provided 
by the provincial government ‘by ‘the 
new Restaurant Act, passed at the 
last assembly, and it is defined as an 
act to license, regulate and control 
restaurants and .other places where 
refreshments are sold. ‘The Calgary 
police are preparing to see that the 
provisions of the act are strictly ob- 
served in that city. 

The section which most affects res- 
taurants in Red Deer and other cen- 
tres In the province says-that no -part 
or parts of the premises of a restaur- 
ant in which food or drfnk is served 
to customers for consumption thereon 
shall be screened or partitioned off 
in any manner from the other part 
or parts of the said premises so as 
to render the interior thereof com- 
pletely free from observation from 
the remainder of the premises. 

Places having stalls laid ‘out which 
are’ not completely screened off will 
nat be affected ‘by this regulation, 
but the act will compel restaurants to 
remove screens or curtains from their 
private booths so that the interior of 
the place can be observed at all 
times,

TREE PLANTING IN CANADA 


This is the season of the year when 
tree planting is being actively carried 
on throughout Canada. In Ontario 
and Quebec, farmers are improving 
their -woodlots by planting seedling 
trees sent out from the provincial 
forest nursery at St. Williams and 
Berthierville, respectively; and in 
both provinces there is considerable 
activity in regard to municipal for- 
ests, particularly in Ontario, where 
the first planting work is being done 
on some of the newly established 
county forests. In the Prairie Prov- 
inces, about five million ‘seedlings 
and cuttings, all told, will be sent 
out from the Indian Head and Saska- 
toon forest nursery stations of the 
Dominion Forestry Branch. These 
are all for planting shelterbelts on 
farms. Besides this, these same nur- 
sery stations are sending out a-con- 
siderable quantity of planting ma- 
terial and tree seeds for planting 
and sowing on different Dominion 
forest reserves. This is only a be- 
ginning in reforestration, but it indi- 
cates that the tide is at last turning 
in that direction.
